We, your committee on Missions beg leave to submit the 
following : 

When we speak of Missions, we understand at once that it 
means preaching the gospel to those who have it not. Ther 
fore, this Association has divided the subject into three parts, 
viz: State Missions, Home Missions and Foreign Missions ; 
but now we are to consider the subject as consolidated. It js 
unnecessary for your committee to define the different branches ° 
of Mission work, as we think every Christian. Anows that alread, 
Then let us consider this subject from the commission given by 
Christ to His disciples: «Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature,” etc. We understand from this 
commission that God is no respecter of persons, and that He 
would have all to hear and believe the gospel as the only. means 
of salvation for the lost world. We understand also that this 


_ commission was intended for Christ’s disciples in all ages of the 


world. We believe that this is the great need of the day ; that 
all Christians should réalize that it is their duty to help carry 
out this commission. And now, without going into details as to 
the different branches of our Mission work, let us realize that 
the gospel should be preached in every locality in our own 
beloved State and country, and also in all foreign lands where 
we have begun or “may begin work. We also recommend that 
Christians should give of their means as the Lord has prospered 
them to help carry on this work. We heartily recommend the 
course pursued by our denomination heretofore in our different 
boards, to-wit: State Board, Home Board and Foreign Board 
or Southern Baptist Convention. and would urge this Association

We, your committee on Query, beg leave to report: That 
we can only deal with this query as an abstract question, apart 
from any case which may have arisen in the past or which may 
arise in the future. We consider this one of the questions upon 
which there is-no direct instructions given in God’s word, and 
Which is consequently left to be decided by the sanctified com- 
mon sense of God’s people, enlightened by the general teaching 
of the new Testament. We believe that the indiscriminate re- 
ceiving of members excluded by other churches would ihevita- 
bly destroy all respect for discipline in the churches, and break 
up all community of feeling and fellowship between churches, 
and make the church practicing it the common dumpify ground 
of all the filth-and refuse material cast out by surrounding 
churches, etek al the cause of God. “Nevertheless, we 
believe there are rare exceptions in which ghé action of the ex- 
fluding church is manifestly and grossly unjust. In such cases, 
a church actually knowing the facts we believe Would be justified’ 
in receiving members thus dealt with, but in such eases every: 
thing should be done that can be done te bring the excluding 
church to the line of duty, and if she will not so return, the 
church No. 2 should act in her qwn indepegdence.

whether in the foreign field, or settled quietly at home among 


their own people here is a growing demand for an educated 


ministry, but how can we expect a noble, high-minded Christian 


man, who feels called upon to herald forth the glad tidings of a 
bleeding Savior to a sin-cursed world, and who has gone. to 
considerable expense to properly equip himself for ljfe’s work, 
to set himself down and labor in season and out of season for a 
people who ac ept his service as a matter of course and niggardly 
deal out to meet a s« anty support that keeps him constantly 
uneasy as to whether the barrel of meal and cruse of ‘oil should 
fail? His mind should be perfectly free from all the sordid 
cares and troubles of temporal life, so that he Should be the 
better prepared for the Master’s work; but from the reports 
that come up. here we are inclined to think that many of our 
churches are sadly lacking in this particular. Many church 


members give more yearly for tobacco. whiskey, cigars, and- 


some of the luxuries of life than they do for the support of their 
pastor, to whom they look for spiritual comfort and guidance 
Let it not be thought that what is paid a preacher of God's 
word is a charitable donation. for it is only the payment of a 
just debt—as much so as a doctor's bill—and it is a claim 
from Christ to every lamb of His floc k. Besides, thé minister 
is not an object of charity, dependent upon the bounty of his 
congregations. We should not only give him our financial 


support, but our moral and Spiritual as well. © The poor widow 


who contributed her only mite did so with such a powerful ° 


spirit as to merit the notice of the Savior himself; and we 
should give as the. Lord has prospered us, and with such a spirit 
as would assure Him that we are really and truly interested in 
the cause of Christ. Every church member should be waited 
upon three of four times a year by the deacons or Some other 
persons appointed for that purpose, and given an Opportunity 
of doing what they can for the support of their pastor, and we 
would further recommend monthly or quarterly payments of 
whatever amount is agreed upon for the support of the pastor.
